Has a record of $700.00 in Extremely 
Fine condition only, and similar specimens have sold at private 
sale at $1,000.00. It has always been considered, and rightly so, one 
of our very rarest silver coins.’’ While we agree completely with 
Mr. Mehl’s opinion as to rarity, we differ as to the grading. In our 
opinion the coin is Extremely Fine with a proof-like surface. Nice 
golden and slightly iridescent toning. We conservatively estimate 
this great rarity to bring $5,000.00. If one was to use any type of 
comparison between prices of 1946 and today, the estimate would 
have to be in 5 figures.

The original envelope accom- 
panies the lot. In May 1963 we wrote a detailed history of the 1827 
Quarter in our Wolfson Collection and we quote from that catalog. 


“Our record indicate that only eight or nine examples of this 

coin, and an equal number of originals, are in existence. The rarity 
of the Restrikes can probably be accounted for by the limited in- 
terest in the denomination during the years 1859 and 1860 when 
they were made. At that time Half Cents were engaging the col- 
lecting public's attention and there was a lively demand for ‘Proof 
Only” dates. Silver Dollars, the largest and handsomest of the silver 
issues, had always been popular which explains the 1851, 1852, 
and Gobrecht restrikes. The Quarter Dollar series, however, was not 
attracting the collector's attention during the years immediately pre- 
ceding the Civil War. Mint records showed that 4,000 pieces had 
been struck in 1827. Although there didn’t seem to be any available 
on the market, it was not as clearly understood by the collectors in 
those days that coins struck in a given year did not necessarily 
bear the date of that year. In our opinion the 1827 Original may 
have been made for a limited number of presentation sets, but not 
struck for circulation. The known examples, with one exception, 
are Proofs. 
“It was standard Mint practice to use dies until they were worn out. 
The coinage figures for any given year had to reflect the number 
and value of the pieces struck. The dating of the coins, however, 
was the business of the Coining Department and not the Accounting 
Department at the Mint. Coins were struck in accordance with in- 
structions from the Treasurer of the United States who was informed 
of the needs of the commercial world. There was apparently no 
need for Quarters in 1826 and none were struck. It is reasonably 
probable, therefore, that almost all the 4,000 Quarters recorded as 
being struck in 1827 actually bore the date 1825 because the dies 
left over from that year were still in useable condition. 

"We believe that the 1827 Restrike Quarter Dollar has a degree 
of rarity and interest that compares favorably with any other in the 
entire U.S. series. This specimen should command a price close to 
$10,000.00.” 

At the Wolfson Sale, May 1963, the coin realized $8,250.00. We 
expect this coin to bring nearly that price.

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UNITED STATES QUARTER EAGLES ($2.50 GOLD) 


The first Quarter Eagles were minted in 1796, and the last in 1929. In 
the earlier years none were struck in 1799, 1800, 1801, 1803, 1809-1820 
inclusive, 1822, 1823, and 1828. They were coined continuously from 1829 
to 1915. 


This collection is almost complete, having all the major rarities except 
the 1841, and is superior in condition to the fabulous Wolfson Collection. 
Many of the coins in this collection were obtained 20 to 30 years ago from 
some of the legendary “name collections’ sold by B. Max Mehl and 
Stack’'s. 


NOTE: A word about U.S. coins — 1793-1834. 


A surprisingly large number of early U.S. coins, both in gold and sil- 
ver, were struck with a prooflike surface. It was a matter of pride for our 
mint employees to produce coins which would be comparable in quality 
to the issues of England, France, and Spain. 


Although these early pieces were handled more carefully after strik- 
ing than is the practice today, they still came in contact with their 
brothers in the containers in which they were stored or shipped. The re- 
sulting miniscule rubbing and nicks are not indications of circulation, and 
are now frequently referred to as “bag marks’. On the proof-like surface 
of our early coins these marks are much more noticeable than on later 


issues. 


In cataloging the following series of early U.S. coins, we will use the 
term “handling marks” to identify signs of rubbing and small nicks re- 
sulting from the normal handling of coins after striking and before they 
passed into circulation.

UNITED STATES EAGLES or $10.00 GOLD COINS 
FEATURING A COMPLETE SET OF EARLY EAGLES 


The coinage of the United States Eagle began in 1795; discontinued 
in 1933. None were coined in 1802, 1805 through 1837, 1917 through 1919, 
1921 through 1925, 1927 through 1929, and 1931. In addition to the Phila- 
delphia mint, they were coined at the following branch mints: New Or- 
leans, San Francisco, Denver, and Carson City. 


NOTE: Please refer to the introduction of the Quarter Eagles for an expla- 
nation of the term “Handling Marks.”

1795 The first year and first type of Eagle. Draped bust of Liberty facing right. 
Five stars to right, and eight to left. Reverse: Small perched Eagle. About 
Uncirculated, mint lustre, some prooflike surface.

'97 $10.00. The excessively rare variety with six stars to right and 
seven stars to left of bust. The most perfect and most beautiful 
specimen of this rarity that has ever been handled by me. Strictly 
Uncirculated with proof surface. The field on obverse shows just 
the barest touch of cabinet friction. It is unusually sharply struck 
with every star filled and broad milled borders, especially on 
obverse, with slightly raised edge. It was sold to His Majesty as 
"unique in this condition.” This is a dangerous statement to make. 
I can say, however, that it is as beautiful a specimen of this rare 
eagle as I know of. It is so perfectly struck that it shows a light 
die break from border through E of LIBERTY, and another light 
die break from border through left portion of first star at top on 
left to Liberty cap. The price of cost marked on the original en- 
velope in which this coin came to me from His Majesty is marked 
close to $2,000.00. I hardly think the coin is worth that much, but 
it is certainly worth well into the four figure mark. The coin has a 
record of over $1,100.00 for not nearly so choice a specimen.’ We 
fully agree with Mr. Mehl as to its condition and rarity. Finer 
than the Wolfson coin which realized $6,700.00. The original en- 
velope is attached.
